“Shew a miracle” (Exodus 7:9), were 
the challenging words which Pharaoh con- 
fronted Moses with when he came back 
into Egypt and declared that God had 
sent him there. 

Moses’ declaration of God meant noth- 
ing to Pharaoh. He already had gods, 
yes, many gods, and none that he had was 
able to do anything for him. Perhaps it 
was to silence Moses that he gave out such 
a challenge. Surely he was greatly sur- 
prised when Moses accepted the challenge, 
and more surprised when he saw how God 
stood back of Moses and sent the signs, 
wonders, and miracles which brought such 
calamity and ruin upon Egypt. 

Pharaoh saw his first great miracle when 
Aaron cast his rod to the ground and it 
became a serpent. Then followed the 
miracles, or plagues: water becoming 
blood, frogs, lice, flies, cattle dying, boils, 
hail, locusts, darkness, and the death of 
the firstborn. Pharaoh had asked for mit- 
acles to be shown, and before God was 
through with him, he knew that the Israel- 
ite’s God was a God of miracles. Yet his 
stubborn and rebellious heart remained 
hard. 

“Shew a miracle” has been the attitude 
of the world toward God ever since Phar- 
aoh’s day. God has accepted the chal- 
lenge, and by means of miracles proves 
himself and His great power to the world. 

Through the Old Testament, He was 
proven over and over again by mighty mir- 
acles. To Moses, He proved himself in 
the burning bush; then to Israel, as He 
opened the Red Sea before them, and led 
them by the pillar of fire and the cloud. 
In miraculous ways He provided water 
and food for them. At the hands of the 
Prophets, He showed many divine wonders 
and miracles. 

The New Testament is also a book of 
miracles. The virgin birth of Jesus was 
the greatest miracle the world had ever 
seen. His ministry was miraculous and 
caused many to believe. “Then many of 
the Jews which came to Mary, and had 
seen the things which Jesus did, believed 
on him.” John 11:45. By speaking, He 
performed miracles upon the sea, to the 
fig tree, and even to dead Lazarus, who 


had been in his tomb for four days. The 
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sick, the maimed, and the blind, knew 
Him as the One with the miraculous touch 
of deliverance. His resurrection and as- 
cension were outstanding miracles. He also 
commissioned the Church to go forth and 
perform miracles (Mark 16:17-20). He 
gave them power and authority. “Then he 
called his twelve disciples together, and 
gave them power and authority over all 
devils, and to cure diseases.” Luke 9:1. 
The Apostolic Church was established by 


miracles, signs, and wonders. 


The Book of Acts records the miracles 
of the early Church. The outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit on the Day of Pentecost 
was a miracle that confounded the wise. 
Many were the miracles of healing re- 


corded in this book. 


The Apostle Paul was acquainted with 
miracles. A miracle took place at his 
conversion, when he was knocked to the 
ground and heard the voice of Jesus speak- 
ing to him. He was conquered by the 
miracle-working Christ. From that day, 
he became the mighty missionary of the 
gospel that he once hated. His ministry 
was rich, and was marked by miracles to 
the end. His ministry opened in many 
places by a demonstration of some mir- 
acle: at Paphos, the sorcerer was blinded; 
in Iconium, signs and wonders are re- 
corded; at Lystra, the crippled man was 
healed; in Philippi, the demon possessed 
girl was delivered; in Troas, Eutcychus 
was raised from the dead. Paul’s life was

preserved on different occasions by a mir- 
acle. 

Can we, in our present day, expect to 
see signs and miracles wrought? It is 
stated in 1 Cor. 1:22, “The Jews require 
a sign.’ There are many today making 
the same requirement of the Church. Can 
we meet the challenge? Yes, if God be 
God, and if Christ is the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever, we have a right 
to believe in the Gospel of miracles. We 
have the Bible with its never failing prom- 
ises to stand upon. We can believe it, 
and God will never fail us. So often in 
the foreign fields, our mission work has 
been hard and slow in the face of bitter 
opposition, until some mighty miracle has 
taken place. From that miracle, the work 
has been established, and has grown into 
a very blessed work for God. 


Salvation is a sudden miracle. In a mo- 
ment, by believing, a man is made a new 
creature in Christ Jesus. Oh, the wonder 
of it as the evidence of salvation becomes 
real to our hearts. “Old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become new.” 
2 Gore: 17. 

We are seeing miracles of healing in our 
day. The blind eyes are opened, the deaf 
ears ate unstopped, the cripples walk and 
leap. People are being healed of cancer, 
tuberculosis, and many diseases, even after 
the doctors have said there was no hope. 

With Gideon, a lack of miracles indi- 
cated the absence of the Lord. He is 
greatly troubled over this as he cried to the 
Angel of the Lord, “Oh my Lord, if the 
Lord be with us, why then is all this befal- 
len us? and where be all His miracles 
which our fathers told us of?” Judges 
6:13. Can this same condition be true 
today? We very much fear that with 
some it is. If God is not with us, we'll 
see no miracles wrought. No human can 
perform miracles by his own power or in- 
tellect. That power belongs only to God. 


God’s Word also says, “The Lord is 
with you, while ye be with him; and if ye 
seek him, he will be found of you; but if 
ye forsake him, he will forsake you,” 2 
Chronicles 15:2. - 

The world has a right to say, “Shew a 
miracle.” By faith the Church can meet

How Much Is 150 Billion Dollars? 

Every American citizen has been told 
that the United States was going to spend 
about 150 billion dollars within the next 
year or so. 

To say that the common citizen has any 
conception of how much “dough” this is 
is to flatter his mentality no end. Even the 
scientists who deal in astronomical figures 
and those fortunate public accountants who 
figure the financial affairs of gigantic cor- 
porations have trouble visualizing this 
amount of money. 

How impossible it is for the brightest of 
men to get any clear idea of 150 billion 
dollars can be illustrated in the following 
surprising computations: 

If that amount of money was in exist- 
ence at one time—and was available in $100 
bills—and if a person started counting 
this gigantic roll at the rate of one bill a 
second, 24 hours a day, the count would 
take almost 48 years. 

Think of the same amount of money 
in $1.00 bills and lay them end to end— 
and they would make a highway 60 bills 
wide from the earth to the moon. 

If this amount of money were in silver 
dollars it would take 750 trains, 100 cars 
long, each loaded with 50 tons of silver to 
transport this amount. 

If ten-ton trucks were used, and they 
were spaced a hundred feet apart it would 
make a procession 7,500 miles long. 

An ounce of prevention could have 
saved a ton of cure, if a small portion of 
this amount had been spent in evangelizing 
the world we would not have been faced 
with this colossal expense for war, and it 
is only the beginning. 

To House 90,000 Workers 

“The Willow Brook plant contains 25,- 
000 tons of structural steel. By summer, 
70,000 men will work in this room! By 
December, 90,000.

Co.’s drafting room used five miles of blue- 
print paper a day, seven days a week, for 
six months.” 

1500 Miles Foursquare 

There is history’s most enormous room, 
but in due time the City Foursquare will 
descend from God out of Heaven—the 
length of which is 12,000 furlongs (or 
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1500 miles), the breadth of it is 1500 miles 
and the ee of it is 1500 miles! If 
such a city will come out of Heaven, how 
enormous is Heaven itself! 


Malta’s Defense 

Bombed on an average of more than 
once a day since the war began in 1939, 
the British Island of Malta holds out as 
a strategic Mediterranean sea and air base. 
Prayer as well as fortifications forms the 
defense of Malta. Its Christian Governor, 
General Sir W. G. S. Dobbie, said in a 
letter of thanks to a praying Christian: 
“T cannot tell how much I value the pray- 
ers of God’s people, nor how much I owe 
to those prayers.

Radio Fatigue 

An article in the American Sociological 
Review warns Americans against a new 
and dangerous disorder which it calls “Ra- 
dio Fatigue.” Many are being unfitted for 
their daily duties because of too much lis- 
tening to emotional broadcasters of war 
news and upsetting radio dramas. 

According to the article, too much lis- 
tening “stimulates ephemeral emotion 
which disturbs digestion.” That many 
Christians are suffering from “nervous 
jitters” from this cause, is apparent from 
many letters received by this magazine. 
We know of some who go to bed at night 
with radio head phones over their ears, 
even after having given much time to lis- 
tening during the day. 

Not only is this habit undermining 
health, but there is no doubt that many 
Christians are neglecting Bible study and 
Christian service as a result. In these times 
of stress, it behooves us to keep in the best

Sixty per cent of the weapons Japan is 
employing in the Pacific have been made in 
the United States or made of United 
States scrap, military experts estimated re- 
cently in comparing Japanese and Ameri-_ 
can weapons. Experts said that 85 per cent 
of the Japanese arms were imported, with 
the United States supplying the bulk. 
“Six Days Shalt Thou Labor” 

It is interesting to read in the newspa- 
pers that the Ford Company who is 
building aircraft has abandoned its seven- 
day week. The ill effects of the long hours 
are responsible for the decision to let work- 
ers have one day’s rest in seven. One New 
England war plant worked its men seven 
days a week, and at the same time its pro- 
duction curve dropped seriously. England 
had the same experience. Long hours in- 
crease the number of absences, impair ef- 
ficiency, raise accident rates, and finally 
defeat their own purpose. The command 
of God is still the wisest course: “Six days 
shalt thou labor and do all thy work.” It 
pays to give one day in seven to rest and 
worship. 

Then — and — Now 

When Napoleon tried the imposible 
we are told, it took only one factory work- 
er to keep a soldier in supplies. The last 
World War required five workers for 
each soldier. Now, every soldier needs 18 
workers to back him up. 

Weapons for War 

The production program outlined by 
President Roosevelt before Congress stag- 
gers the imagination. He called for 60,000 
war planes in 1942 and 125,000 more in 
1943; for 45,000 tanks in 1942 and 75,000 
more in 1943; for 20,000 anti-aircraft guns 
in 1942 and 35,000 more in 1943; for 8,- 
000,000 tons of merchant shipping this 
year and 10,000,000 more tons in 1943. 
The program involves the greatest expen- 
diture of money in the history of any na- 
tion for a similar time. It is a goal almost 
beyond comprehension. And yet, manu- 
facturers say it can be reached and will 
be reached. 

In the light of such a program, we no

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Modern Speeeh Versions 


There are many versions of the Bible in 
circulation in the world today. They have 
all come to us through various channels 
from the original manuscripts. It must be 
said that there is only ONE inspired Bible, 
and it consists of the original Hebrew Old 
Testament and Greek New Testament 
manuscripts. All others are either copies 
or translations of these. The translations 
have in turn been copied; the Bible has a 
long chain of versions and revisions of 
versions. Today the Bible is in over one 
thousand languages and dialects. In trans- 
lating from one language to another the 
problem of exact translation is always 
present. Weymouth, in his preface to the 
first edition, writes about this problem. 

Our overwhelmingly popular King 
James Version (Authorized Version) of 
1611 was preceded by other English Bibles 
which have had great influence upon the 
King James Version. Wycliffe’s and Tyn- 
dale’s Bible preceded our popular version. 
Since the Authorized Version, two Bibles 
have been widely circulated; these are the 
English Revised Version (1885) and the 
American Revised Version (1901). One 
reason for these Revised versions is that 
the English language is changing and some 
words once current have become obsolete. 
“Prevent” once meant “precede.” See 1 
Thess. 4:15. It now means “hinder.” The 
Revised Versions render the word “pre- 
cede.” 

In the last century there have been pub- 
lished many so-called “Modern Speech 
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-and expressions.

Versions.” They are called modern be- 


cause of the recent dates. This term should 
have no connotation of unorthodoxy. They 
have not been published as, nor should 
they be used as, substitutes for the Author- 
ized or Revised Versions. Weymouth says, 
“Tt is not the present translator’s ambition 
to supplant the versions already in general 
use.” The modern versions are very help- 
ful in making meanings more clear. The 
following is the title and sub-title of Wey- 
mouth’s translation: “The New Testament 
in Modern Speech, An Idiomatic Transla- 
tion Into Everyday English from the Text 
of the Resultant Greek Testament.” This 
and others have been meant by their au- 
thors to be used side by side with the prin- 
cipal versions. 

There have been as many as forty-five 
translations of the entire Bible and eighty- 
five revisions and translations of the New 
Testament in English since the time of 
Wycliffe’s Bible (1382). I have before 
me a list of close to sixty of these. Scholar- 
ship varies in them. Some are sectarian, 
but most have one purpose in view—to 
help make Scripture more plain. 

John Wesley made a translation in 1755. 
It is widely known, I think, that Luther 
made the German translation while in se- 
clusion in the castle of Wartburg. Noah 
Webster made a translation in 1833; his 
purpose was to eliminate obsolete words 
(He was the maker of 
the famous Webster’s dictionary.) R. 
Young, author of Young’s Concordance, 
made a translation in 1871. Conybeare and 
Howson (authors of “Life and Epistles of 
St. Paul”—an excellent volume) made a 
translation of the epistles of Paul in 1854. 
Several versions have been classified as 
“immersion” versions because they have 
used the word “immerse” for “baptize.” 
A full discussion of the versions would re- 
quire more space than this article allows. 

There are many recent missionary ver- 
sions in use on foreign fields. I recently 
heard a missionary from China state that 
there are two Chinese versions because 
there are two words (native) that may be 
used for God. Each word (pagan word 
for “God”) has its disadvantage. To over- 
come this, a new Christian word would 
have to be coined. Imagine how difficult 


that would be. Chiang Kai-Shek has re- 
cently requested a new Chinese translation. 

The most recent version to my knowl- 
edge is the new Roman Catholic version. 
It was published in 1941. 

Bible readers will surely find a modern 
version or two an excellent help when they 
read their Bibles. Weymouth, Rotherham, 
and Moffatt, are widely read. I shall quote 
from two or three versions in illustration 
of what has been written. You may com- 
pare the renderings with your Authorized 
Version. 


Weymouth (Eph. 2:11-13): “There- 
fore, do not forget that formerly you were 
Gentiles as to your bodily condition, You 
were called the Uncircumcision by those 
who style themselves the Circumcised—a 
circumcision in the body made by hands. 
At that time you were living apart from 
Christ, estranged from the commonwealth 
of Israel, with no share by birth in the 
covenants which are based on the promises, 
and you had no hope and no God, in all 
the world. But now in Christ Jesus you 
who once were so far away have been 
brought near through the blood of Christ.” 


Moffatt (Col. 2:16): “So let no one 
take you to task on questions of eating and 
drinking or in connection with obser- 
ance of festivals or new moons or sabbaths. 
All that is the mere shadow of what is to 
be; the substance belongs to Christ. Let 
no one lay down rules for you as he pleases, 
with regard to fasting and any cult of 
angels, presuming on his visions and in- 
flated by his sensuous notions, instead of 
keeping in touch with that Head under 
whom the entire Body, supplied with 
joints and sinews and thus compacted, 
grows with growth divine.” 


Rotherham — “The Emphasized New 
Testament” (Col. 3:1-4): “If therefore 
ye have been raised together with the 
Christ, the things on High be seeking 
where the Christ is—on the right hand of 
God sitting; the things on high hold in 
high esteem not the things upon the earth; 
for ye have died, and your life is hid to- 
gether with the Christ in God,—as soon 
as the Christ shall be made manifest, then 
ye also together with him shall be made 
manifest in glory.”

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God's New Thing 


In the forty-third chap- 
ter of Isaiah from the 
| 18th to 21st verses we 
| find a most remarkable 
prophecy that may be 
made to apply with bless- 
ed effectiveness to our 
day. The text contains 
four suggestions. They 
are (1) The Old Thing, (2) The New 
Thing, (3) The Testimony, (4) The 
Holy Remnant. Let us consider each of 
them.

The Old Thing 

“Remember ye not the former things, 
neither consider the things of old.” Verse 
18. Here is a direct command to forget old 
things. Paul sets us an example in this re- 
gard, and also sets a New Testament stan- 
dard for us to follow. “Forgetting those 
things which are behind.” Phil. 3:13. Ut- 
terly abandoning all his past religious at- 
tainments he now presses forward that he 
might apprehend that for which he was ap- 
prehended. We hasten to assure the read- 
er that this does not mean that we should 
forget the old fundamentals of our faith. 
God forbid! This is what the modernist 
has done, and as a result some churches are 
hopelessly adrift on life’s pitiless sea. But 
let us anchor our soul in the Haven of Rest 
and cling fast to the blessed old funda- 
mentals once for all given to the fathers. 

What does this command of the verse 
mean? History records the fact, that both 
in religion, and in the avenues of man’s 
natural endeavors, whenever a new thing 
is to be introduced, it first had to contend 
with old prejudices and customs. Before 
new scientific discoveries could come into 
common use old barriers had to be broken 
down. The Bible tells how each messenger 
of some new revelation from God was 
made to suffer, and even die, because men 
clung so tenaciously to their old conserva- 
tive rituals. 

Jesus had to meet this very thing, and 
this was why His own people finally killed 
Him. Because He was doing away with the 
tradition of the elders, and introducing a 
new order in Israel they spurned Him 
(Matt. 15: 1-6). The intrenched author- 
ities in Jewry hated Him for this. They 
stubbornly refused to forget the old. Paul 
was caused to smart because of this thing. 
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Hear him as he admonishes the Colossian 
brethren. “Let no man therefore judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in respect of an 
holyday, or of the new moon or of the 
sabbath days: which are a shadow of 
things to come.” (Col. 2:16-17.) 

Ours was a similar experience when we 
came into the Latter Rain outpouring. Be- 
cause we were abandoning the old rituals 
and traditions of our former fellowship we 
were made to suffer, and were cast out of 
the church. Church history here is repeat- 
ing itself. Now we are again face to face 
with a similar situation. A generation ago 
God met our hungry hearts and poured out 
upon us the copious showers of the Latter 
Rain. Brother Frodsham’s book “With 
Signs Following” tells of the glory of those 
days. But how is it with us today? Let us 
quote from an address of our General Sec- 
retary, Brother Flower, to the 16th Gen- 
eral Council held at Dallas, Texas, and re- 
ported in the Pentecostal Evangel of Octo- 
Bens 11035, 

“Some twenty-five years ago there was 
a great man in a great movement who 
made the statement that history has shown 
that every great religious movement has 
reached the peak of its spiritual power and 
influence within twenty-five years of its 
inception. I have been thinking about that 
statement and believe that what this man 
said about his own movement has come to 
pass. I heard some one say here, ‘I received 
the baptism in 1907.’ It is a little over 
twenty-five years since that time and I now 
wonder if we have reached the pinnacle of 
power and blessing in our own Pentecostal 
movement, and that we have started down 
the decline.” 

In many places honest friends of Pente- 
cost are wondering the same thing. Some 
of them are trying to remedy this situation 
by seeking to pump up the old things that 
accompanied the Latter Rain outpouring. 
But they are finding that these do not work 
today as of old. Somehow they just do not 
click, Pray and fast as they will still there 
seems to be something lacking. There is 
a sense of frustration in it all. We wonder 
if the Spirit is not trying to get us to “re- 
member not the former things, neither con- 
sider the things of old?” God’s revelations 
are always progressive. While they may in- 
clude some of the old, they always point on

to something new just ahead. We believe 
that instead of repeating the Latter Rain 
the Spirit would point us on to 


His New Thing 

“Behold I will do a new thing.” Verse 
19. In a time of great spiritual declension 
in Israel the prophet Jeremiah told the 
people to “Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” (Jeremi- 
ah 33:3) Here is a blessed promise of great 
and mighty things to come, in return for 
persevering prayer. But please observe the 
words “which thou knowest not.” At once 
these words shut out all human reasonings, 
and petitions of former things. How can 
there be any such things when we don’t 
know anything about them? It would not 
be a new thing if it were a repetition of 
something old. 

This new thing which God has promised 
will be just as new to us, as was the Latter 
Rain when it fell. None of us conceived 
the Latter Rain to be like it was before it 
fell. None of the 120 at Pentecost before 
the event conceived the fall of the Holy 
Spirit to be as it finally was. So forget the 
old grooves, and patterns. Don’t try to run 
the Spirit into your formula. Just because 
some movement. of the Holy Ghost is not 
according to the way you figured it out is 
no reason that it may not be of God. Now 
when God does this new thing He is going 
to upset a lot of our preconceived notions, 
and do it as it pleases Him. 

We believe that God has heard our 
prayers, and in the immediate future has 
“great and mighty” new things that will 
astonish the devil, and amaze us. These 
new things will include some of the old, 
but yet will be so far in advance of them, 
as to surpass Pentecost and the Latter 
Rain. These were indeed blessed, but what 
will it be when the Holy Spirit moves 
again? 

“Now it shall spring forth,’ Just as the 
Spirit fell suddenly at Pentecost and at the 
Latter Rain so shall this new thing spring 
forth. It shall be a veritable leaping at us. 
So sudden and breath-taking will it be as 
to startle the very most spiritual among us. 
“For He will finish the work, and cut it 
short in righteousness: because a short work

Jerusalem, Palestine 

After being four months on the way, a 
letter came through from Sister Serena 
M. Hodges. She writes: “It has been a 
joy to keep in touch with all of you 
through the GLap Tiwines. . . .

Peru 


Brother Walter E. Erickson writes from 
his place of labor in Caraz, Peru, South 
America: “We are indeed grateful for 
your interest in us and the Lord’s work 
here in this needy section of His great har- 
vest field. 

“As many of you know, we started a 
church here in Caraz about two years ago 
and have it quite advanced. It seems that 
we have progressed terribly slow, but dif- 
ferent people here have congratulated us 
for remarkable speed and progress we have 
made. Things usually don’t progress so 
rapidly in this famous land of “manana” 
(tomorrow). The Lord has provided for 
the construction a step at a time. He is 
faithful and has promised to supply all 
our needs. When we needed iron for col- 
umns, the head engineer of a nearby rail- 
road gave us three rails. When we needed 
cable for handling heavy timbers, we were 
able to borrow one from the same source. 

When we needed roof beams, a Pe- 
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ruvian gentleman gave us three great eu- 
calyptus timbers just the right length. 
They had been cut down and shaped for a 
near-by bridge, and proved too heavy to 
conduct to the desired place, since they had 
no cables and pulleys to work with. Other 
materials have come in the same marvelous 
way, and although some are still lacking 
we are looking to the Lord to be able to 
dedicate the church in the coming year... . 

“We want to give praise to the Lord for 
answering prayer for our young people. 
There is now a little group of young peo- 
ple, and four splendid young men are in 
Bible school preparing to carry the Gospel 
to their people. 

“There is much to be told about the dif- 
ferent phases of the labor here. . . . Should 
you visit us we could go to the provinces, 
climb by mule up to the eternal snows 
and over to the other side of great mount- 
ain ranges to the believers whose lives 
have been transformed by the Gospel 
of Jesus. We could take you to the towns 
where the Gospel has never been preached 
more than the several times they have been 
visited by us. . . Pray for us.” 
Huancabamba, Peru 

Brother and Sister Tjeerd Triemstra 
write from their place of labor for the 
Lord in South America: “. . . We surely 
thank you for the Glad Tidings paper. 
It is the only literature we get, and we re-

longer need wonder at the figures given in 
the Scriptures regarding the size of the 
armies which will engage in the last great 
battle of the age, and their equipment. 
The force which will come against Pales- 
tine is described in Ezek. 38 as “all of 
them riding upon horses, a great com- 
pany, and a mighty army.” At present 
only parts of the armies are mechanized, 
but perhaps so many infernal machines 
will have been made by that time that all 
the vast army will ride. 

An army of 200,000,000 is described in 
Rev. 9:16. That will be twenty times as 
large as the army of 10,000,000 which is 
visualized for America. And all these 
200 millions are said to be horsemen.” 
This does not mean they shall ride four- 
legged beasts such as the horses that we 
know. The “horses” which they shall ride 
are described in Rev. 9:17-19 as having 
heads issuing forth “fire and smoke and 
brimstone.” The description sounds very 
much like modern tanks and planes. It is 
little wonder that by so vast a mechanized 
army one third of the world’s population 
shall be killed, as Rev. 9:18 declares.— 
Evangel.

ARM THEM WITH THE 
GOSPEL, TOO 

The United States Government is busily 
engaged in arming its forces with adequate 
weapons. There is one piece of equipment 
that should be in every soldier’s kit, and 
that is “The Sword of the Spirit,” the 
Word of God. 

The Gideons, an international undenom- 
inational organization of Christian Busi- 
ness men, are busily engaged in distribut- 
ing to the men in our armed forces, a 
pocket-size New Testament and Psalms, 
with various helps. 

Two and a half million testaments have 
been ordered and nearly a million have 
already been distributed. The Government 
has granted the publishers of the New Tes- 
tament priorities for materials and produc- 
tion has been stepped up to over 30,000 
copies a week. 

The Pacific Coast has priority over other 
areas for Testaments, and arrangements 
have been made that every soldier, before 
embarking for areas across the waters, 
shall receive a copy. 

A report reached us from one of our 
“Gideons,” who enlisted and is now sta- 
tioned in the Hawaiian Islands, that on 
the boat, there were not a few but hun- 
dreds who were reading their New Testa- 
ments. 

In a February issue of the Times maga- 
zine, an article was telling of the work of 
the chaplains on the Bataan front, and 
stated that one of the chaplains in the 
front lines, scribbled on a sheet torn from 
his field book, and sent it back of the lines, 
requesting a case of Testaments, for the 
boys who were asking for them. 

If there was ever a time when our boys 
needed the Word of God, it is today. May 
we pray that the Lord will put a hunger 
in their hearts to read their New Testa- 
ments and give them understanding and 
help them to accept Christ as their Sav- 
iour.

We have completed a strenuous routine of 
work and study; so we breathe a sigh of 
relief. At the same time we are thinking of 
the responsibility of finding our place in 
God’s vineyard.

Our opportunities 
have been multiplied; therefore God ex- 
pects our fruit to be bounteous. 


The 1942 graduates face a world diverse 
in many ways from the world faced by 
graduates last year, or any other year. We 
are leaving school in a time of unprece- 
dented economic and political upheaval, 
and our lives cannot be unaffected by our 
environment. Yes, there is uncertainty 
about many things, but, thank God, there 
is an unshakable faith which transcends 
and surpasses every uncertainty.

All of us will not be preachers. Half of 
us will not be preachers. But we are fitted 
to serve the Master better in many branch- 
es of Christian service. We are fitted to 
live! God speed the day when all our Pen- 
tecostal parents will realize that this is an 
essential part of the education of our Chris- 
tian young people, and will send them to be 
instructed and established in the faith be- 
fore subjecting them to the often destruc- 
tive influence of higher secular education. 

Can you possibly feel the relief, and 
then the responsibility; the uncertainty 
and yet the faith; the ambition seasoned 
with humility; the regret counteracted by 
joy and satisfaction?

His new thing springs forth. Now we are 
brought up to a consideration of the third 
portion of our text. 
The Testimony 

“The beasts of the field shall honor 
Me.” Jesus has told us that “the field is 
the world.” (Matt. 13:38.) We know also 
that the Gentile nations are spoken of as 
beast nations. Putting these two together 
we gather that this new thing will be so 
striking as to make the nations of the 
world sit up and take notice. They will 
honor Him, not necessarily worship Him. 
Many a ruler has been caused to honor 
God while he did not care for Him in his 
heart. Even the devil honors God. And 
why will they honor Him? Because God 
is Once more moving among “My people, 
My chosen.” Always when the Shekinah 
Glory of God rests upon His people, and 
His working among them is made mani- 
fest, the world is caused to tremble. 

“The dragons, and the owls.’ This fits 
the prophecy into our day, for the eastern 
nations that prophecy tells us will be so 
active in the end days, are they that are 
known as dragon worshippers. The owls 
are the denisens of the night and of the 
dark.
